‘Can Talk Two Languages 


A few years ago “From Green- 
land’s Icy Mountains to India’s 
Coral Strand” was a phrase of 
purely academic significance whose 
use was confined chiefly to those 
writing in the fanciful or inapira- 
tional vein. Today it suggests a 
telephone hook-up which, while 
not yet a reality, is at least indi- 
cated by the achievements in the 
American continental sygtem. To- 
day a person not far from the lati- 
tude of those icy mountains is able 
to lift his receiver, remove his ear 
muff and by means of three great 
telephone systems awaken an ac: 
quaintance in Mexico slumbering 
through a quiet slesta 8 in 
the heat of the day. 

{ Over these systems fow three 
languages and numerous dialects. 
And even in America the “dialects” 
of northern New England and 
southern Texas are as distantly 
related to each other as the men- 
bers of that great host whose an- 
cestors came over in the Mayfiower 
and subsequent ships. 

The presence on the same wire 
of two different tongues, or even 
two varieties of the same tongue, 
may have at times threatened to 
burn out the insulation. -But the 
problem has been solved largely 
by employing at strategic positions: 
operators who speak both of the 
languages that might be expected 
to come over the wire.
